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ACTION TO CURB 
DRUNKEN YOBS

FRESH action is to be taken to 
crack down on street yobs in 
Welshpool - at the same time 
as a new strategy to tack¬ 
le alcohol-related trouble in 
Oswestry is launched. 

And the moves come as police re¬ 
vealed a major upgrade in Oswestry’s 
CCTV system has helped bring more 
than 50 prosecutions in six months. 

Councillors in Welshpool are demanding more 
to be done in their town to tackle anti-social be¬ 
haviour and street drinking amid claims elderly 
residents are becoming too afraid to walk in cer¬ 
tain areas. 

The councillors are calling for a People and 
Place Order to be brought in to ban drinking 
in the street. Councillor Hazel Evans, speaking 
at the latest meeting of the town council, said 
she had been abused herself by “thugs” in the 
street. 

She said: “I have been approached by people 
who are afraid and indeed I have been the target 
of this abuse myself. These thugs swear and say 
things to people you could not even imagine.” 

Councillor John Corfield said: “I have also 
been approached by people too afraid to go out 
at night and it is simply not right. It should not 
be happening in a small town like Welshpool I 
am afraid to say. We will fail in our duty to the 
people of Welshpool if we do not stand up for 
them on this issue and I will fight it all the way.” 

The council resolved to ask Powys County 
Council to consider bringing in a People and 
Place Order banning street drinking. 

Meanwhile, a trial of a new course designed 
to cut the number of people banned from pubs 
and clubs due to bad behaviour is starting in 
Oswestry. The Shropshire Against Night-time 
Disorder (SAND) trial is being launched to coin¬ 
cide with the relaunch of the town’s Pub Watch 
scheme today (Thursday). 

Police Inspector Rik Klair told the Oswestry 
Town Annual Meeting last week the system 
should work on a basis of rehabilitation rather 
than only on punishment for people who cause 
trouble in the town’s pubs. 

He said: “We’re trying to change people’s be¬ 
haviour. What we’re trying to do with SAND is if 
you’ve been banned you will serve three months 
of your ban but then we will offer a course you 
can pay for and if you are successful you can get 
back into the pub.” 

He said the scheme will be run in conjunction 
with Oswestry PubWatch, which is relaunch¬ 
ing today. It is hoped the revamped Pubwatch 
scheme will include all 26 licensed premises in 
the town centre. 

And Inspector Klair revealed volunteers man¬ 
ning the town’s upgraded CCTV system are 
playing a key role in helping with prosecutions. 

He said since the £68,000 system was in¬ 
stalled in Oswestry in October the team of vol¬ 
unteers has carried out 158 reviews of evidence 
and compiled 57 downloads of evidence to assist 
with prosecutions. 


Whoo’s a cute pretty little fluffy owl, then?

AT just a few weeks old this little bundle of 
fluff has already become a star attraction at a 
visitor centre near Oswestry. 

The baby white-faced Scops owl was bought 
by head falconer Andy Cook to add to his col¬ 
lection of birds of prey which are on display 
at the Forge Falconry at the British Ironwork 
Centre at Aston. 

In the future the owl will become part of 
Mr Cook’s demonstrations and wildlife days 
but at the moment the highly experienced fal¬ 
coner is spending much of his time babysitting 
the tiny bird. 

Tim Mitchell, photographer at the centre, 
said the owl was adorable. He said: “Andy is 
feeding it every couple of hours, giving it lots 
of cuddles and taking it home at night. 


“He wants it to become used to being han¬ 
dled so that it can join his barn owl in the 
talks and demonstrations. 

“It is too young yet to know whether it is 
a male or female and hasn’t got a name yet. 

“We are hoping to get local children in¬ 
volved in naming the owl.” 

Mr Mitchell said wildlife and photography 
enthusiasts could sign up to a new initiative, 
a photography and bird of prey day or half day 
that he and Mr Cook were holding. 

“People can learn about these amazing 
birds from Andy and also capture some amaz¬ 
ing images under my photographic guidance,” 
Mr Mitchell said. 

Another experience day is called ‘Walk on 
the Wildside” where visitors can join Mr Cook 


on a walk with a hawk in local countryside, all 
captured by Mr Mitchell on a video. 

Mr Mitchell said: “We will also be launching 
a night hunt experience with people coming 
out with us at night to see at first hand how 
the owls hunt under the cover of darkness.” 

Visitors to the British Ironwork Centre 
can see the attraction’s birds of prey each 
weekend when falconry displays are staged, 
weather permitting. 

Mr Cook oversees each of the shows offer¬ 
ing a wealth of knowledge and more than 40 
years’ worth of experience. 

The falconry displays are a further activity 
on offer at the British Ironwork Centre which 
has become one of the area’s leading visitor 
attractions.

Highways bosses 
dampen hopes of 
bypass at villages 

A BYPASS on the main route between 
Oswestry and Welshpool will not be built 
before 2020, it has been revealed. 

No funding will be available for the 
proposed bypass on the A483 at Llany- 
mynech and Pant for at least another five 
years, according to Highways England. 

The news was broken to villagers and 
campaigners by Ian Askew, team leader 
for the West Midlands for Highways Eng¬ 
land at a public meeting. 

He said no further funding would be 
available for road projects costing more 
than £10 million until 2020. 

No cost has been placed on the pro¬ 
posed Llanymynech and Pant bypass, but 
a similar scheme planned for Newtown 
has a £56 million price tag. 

Mr Askew explained the process by 
which projects are decided on during talks 
at Llanymynech and Pant Annual Parish 
Meeting. 

He said: “Once we have compiled our 
reports we will report to our managers 
and the cross-border forum will report to 
the Welsh Assembly Government. Then 
we’ll see where we go from here. 

“But it won’t deliver a bypass be¬ 
fore 2020 because our money for large 
schemes - over £10 million - has been al¬ 
located according to a staged investment 
strategy, and for the first stage to 2020 
all the schemes that were going to be car¬ 
ried out in that period have already been 
named.”

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Investment of £3 million 
brings jobs boost to town 


Diverse range of artwork goes on display

THIRTY five new jobs will be cre¬ 
ated as part of a £3 million in¬ 
vestment into a family run busi¬ 
ness in Welshpool. 

Newmor Group, which has a workforce 
of 195, manufactures commercial wallcov¬ 
erings and prefinished fit out products. 

The company has purchased the 87,000 
sq ft Unit 4 on the town’s Buttington Cross 
Enterprise Park, where it plans to central¬ 
ise the production of its Morland division. 

Morland produces fit out products for a 
range of industries, with Morland Profiles 
and Prefit based in Welshpool and Morland 
Panels located in Llanfyllin. The group’s 
wallcovering operations, Newmor and 
Newmor UK, will remain at Henfaes Lane, 
Welshpool. 

The Morland Panels factory will close 
with the machinery and 28 staff relocat¬ 
ing to Unit 4 on Buttington Cross En¬ 
terprise Park, where it will merge with 
sister company Morland Profiles, currently 
based at Unit 10 on the same estate, and 
the moulding operation based in Henfaes 
Lane, Welshpool. The first phase of the 
move from Llanfyllin is scheduled to begin 
in June. 

“The investment demonstrates the com¬ 
pany’s long term commitment to Welshpool 
and the surrounding area,” said James 
Morris, joint managing director of Newmor 
Group. “We believe the new factory will be 
an important springboard for the business 
for the next decade at least, as we aim to 
strengthen our position in traditional mar¬ 
kets whilst developing opportunities for our 
products in new sectors. 

“In addition to offering us the space for 
growth, it will also make our business op¬ 
erations more efficient and is likely to lead 
to further investment in machinery, people 
and our skills base. 

“By consolidating laminating, moulding 
and wrapping in one factory there will be a 
substantial reduction in the handling and 
transport of products that can currently do 
the rounds of up to four buildings. 

“The business reported healthy growth 
last year and the first quarter of this year 
has been successful. Whilst our markets 
were quiet during the recession, we were 
busy investing in new products and we 
have diversified into other areas, including 
the construction industry.” 

Pre-finished products include wall and 
ceiling panels, architectural profiles and 
fire doors. 


ARTWORK has gone on display at Oswest¬ 
ry’s tourist information centre showing the 
contrasting landscapes of Africa and Wol¬ 
verhampton. 

The African landscapes have been painted 
by Ellesmere-based artist Stuart McKay, 
who grew up in the surfer’s paradise city of 
Durban, on the east coast of South Africa. 

He began painting after watching one of 
his older brothers paint, and has used his 
travels around South Africa as his main in¬ 
spiration. Wolverhampton artist Sue Carter 
has produced a series of urban landscapes 
of her home town using brightly coloured 
acrylic paints. 

She said: “I have always been intrigued 


by the social and cultural changes in the 
city over the years and its diversity and 
am passionate about the city and portray 
it through as a lively and exciting place to 
live and work. 

“This is expressed through the unex¬ 
pected use of primary colour and simple flat 
shapes created by stencil and masking tech¬ 
niques. I am influenced by 1950s abstract 
colour-field painting.” 

Bringing bright spring colours into the 
gallery is the work of Chester-based artist 
Katie Tyrie. 

Katie, who is self-taught, has contrib¬ 
uted floral semi-abstracts in bright colours, 
mainly using acrylic paints. Alongside the 


paintings, the bespoke leatherwork of Jo 
Heard is on display. Jo, who works out of 
a studio at the Llanfyllin Workhouse, hand 
makes everything from dog collars and 
leads, belts and key rings, to camera and 
mobile phone cases, and cartridge bags and 
belts. Her work has won many awards, in¬ 
cluding first place in the National Saddlery 
Competition held in London last year. 

The tourist information centre, in Church 
Terrace, holds monthly exhibitions of arts 
and crafts in the upstairs gallery space and 
in the coffee shop in the ground floor. The 
current exhibition will run until May 30 
and will be open Monday to Saturday from 
10am to 4.30pm.

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Lindstrand's 
balloons to 
rise again 

BALLOONIST Per Lindstrand is to 
start manufacturing hot air balloons 
in Oswestry again. 

The adventurer and businessman 
has announced that he is to return 
to balloon making - 12 years after he 
left the trade - initially from the head¬ 
quarters of his company Lindstrand 
Technologies in Oswestry. 

Mr Lindstrand said he hoped to em¬ 
ploy some of the 19 people who lost 
their jobs when Cameron Balloons 
closed down his former factory in the 
town. Mr Lindstrand sold his inter¬ 
ests in hot air balloon manufacturing 
to Cameron Balloons in 2003. The 
Bristol-based company retained the 
Lindstrand name, but closed its base 
on Maesbury Road Industrial Estate 
last week. 

Mr Lindstrand said he is now start¬ 
ing a sales campaign with the new 
company - Lindstrand Balloons Ltd 
- to bring hot air balloon orders back 
to Oswestry. 

Mr Lindstrand said: “I am now de¬ 
termined to recommence hot air bal¬ 
loon manufacture after a 12-year gap 
and I hope to re-employ some of the 
Lindstrand Balloon employees, some 
with many years of service who were 
sadly and suddenly made redundant.” 

“I was shocked to see my old com¬ 
pany closed with all manufacture 
transferred to Bristol,” said Mr Lind¬ 
strand. “It appears that everyone has 
been made redundant.” 

Driver appears in 
court over claim 

A MAN accused of causing a crash 
which left another man with a frac¬ 
tured skull has appeared in court. 

Benjamin Young is accused of pull¬ 
ing out while driving on the A483 be¬ 
tween Welshpool and Llanymynech 
on July 16, colliding with a vehicle 
already overtaking him. 

Young, 19, from Leighton, near 
Welshpool, denied a charge of driving 
without due care and attention when 
he appeared at Welshpool Magistrates 
Court on Tuesday. 

The charge says the driver of the 
other vehicle suffered a fractured 
skull, fluid on the brain, a fractured 
eye socket, severe lacerations to the 
head and face necessitating plastic 
surgery and a detached jaw muscle. 

Other injuries are said to include 
nerve damage to the right side of his 
face, a fractured right hand and frac¬ 
tured and chipped teeth. 

Young will stand trial on June 15. 


Energy on agenda at town hustings 


MORE than 200 people packed into 
an Oswestry church hall to hear those 
vying to be their next MP pitch for the 
job. 

The five parliamentary candidates 
for the North Shropshire seat at¬ 
tended the hustings on Tuesday night 
in the Methodist Hall ahead of the big 
vote on Thursday next week. 

Questions ranged from equality and 
freedom of speech to the economy and 


the environment. The most passion¬ 
ate debate came when the candidates 
were asked if they would chose wind 
farms or coal bed methane extraction 
for energy. Lib Dem candidate Tom 
Thornhill said wind farms and added 
that his party had ensured that energy 
from renewables had doubled in the 
last five years. 

Owen Paterson, Conservative, said 
he was vehemently against wind 


farms. He received jeers when he said 
that the alarming forecast on climate 
change had yet to happen with Green 
Party candidate Duncan Kerr saying: 
“It is very depressing when this is the 
view of the former secretary of state 
for the environment.” 

He and UKIP candidate Andrea 
Allen, said there were other renewable 
energy sources with Mr Kerr saying 
solar would be dominant in the future 


and Mrs Allen suggesting hydro. La¬ 
bour’s Graeme Currie said coal bed 
methane drilling would destroy the 
countryside winning cheers by saying: 
“If I am MP I will be lying down in 
front of the diggers.” 

Other issues covered during the 
two-hour debates included health, de¬ 
fence and the future of Trident sub¬ 
marines.

Dig uncovers big variety 
of historic treasures

RESIDENTS in a village near 
Oswestry uncovered some his¬ 
toric treasures during an archae¬ 
ological dig. 

A Time Team-style dig has been tak¬ 
ing place in Maesbury Marsh 

Items uncovered have included a sus¬ 
pected prehistoric flint tool, a kiln used to 
smelt iron, and pottery. 

The dig was organised by the Canal and 
Rivers Trust and Nexus Heritage, led by 
principal archaeologist Kate Churchill, as 
part of the trust’s restoration project for 
the Montgomery Canal. 

Work took place throughout last week in 
three trenches in the front and back gar¬ 
dens of a house next to the Navigation Inn 
and in a next door field. 

The most interesting find came out of 
trench three in a field next to the main site. 

“We’ve found evidence of quartz and 
flint and chalk and limestone that’s been 
used to build up the ridges for the old ridge 
and furrow fields, and late on Thursday 
night we found our first possible worked 
flint. It’s potentially prehistoric,” Miss 
Churchill said. “We’ve also found nodules 
of really nice quality flint which has to have 
been brought in from somewhere else as it 
doesn’t appear locally.” 

The dig took place in the garden of Mag¬ 
gie and John Scales. 

Nexus Heritage sent out letters to local 
residents asking if anyone would be inter¬ 
esting in hosting a dig, and Mrs Scales said 
she immediately replied. 

“I rang them and said I don’t know if my 
garden’s suitable but you’re quite welcome. 
I was quite surprised when they came back 
and said yes,” she said. “I’ve always been 
interested in archaeology.”

Man gets work 
order for theft 

A MAN who stole £1,200 from his 
then girlfriend has been ordered to 
carry out 100 hours unpaid work. 

Michael Evans, 22, of Diamond Ave¬ 
nue, Oswestry, appeared at Welshpool 
Magistrates Court on Tuesday for sen¬ 
tencing. Evans denied four charges of 
theft relating to withdrawals of £300 
from his now former partner’s ac¬ 
count in 2013, but was found guilty 
after trial. 

In addition to the unpaid work, 
Evans was given a 12 month commu¬ 
nity order. He was also ordered to pay 
£700 costs, a £60 victim surcharge and 
the £1,200 back to his victim. 

Helen Tench, prosecuting, told the 
court: “The defendant was at this 
time in a relationship with the victim 
and he knew her pin number and had 
access to her cards for things such as 
checking balances. However, it later 
became apparent that he had used her 
account on four occasions to withdraw 
money for himself.’’Evans, who repre¬ 
sented himself, said he had nothing to 
say on the matter. 

Court is told of 
rape allegation 

AN Oswestry man had sex with a 12 
year old after he gave her alcohol, it 
was alleged at Shrewsbury Crown 
Court. 

Zak Willsmer, 22, of Laburnum 
Drive, Oswestry, denies the offence of 
raping a girl under the age of 13. 

At the opening of the trial yesterday 
(Wednesday) Anthony Potter, prose¬ 
cuting, said the incident happened in 
August 2013. 

The court was told the alleged vic¬ 
tim and an older girl met Willsmer 
and another young man in Oswestry. 

The group went to Willsmer’s flat. 

Mr Potter said: “Willsmer asked her 
age and when she said she was 12 he 
said she looked older.” 

The men produced some alcohol and 
they all started drinking. Mr Potter 
told the court Willsmer took advan¬ 
tage of the girl. 

The trial continues.

Judge advises neighbours

A HIGH Court judge has told neighbours to sort out their differences 
and save themselves a lengthy and expensive court hearing. 

Martin and Lisa Carey have brought an action against their neighbours Rich¬ 
ard and Susan Burgoyne, claiming they have been the cause of the “most hor¬ 
rific time of our life”. 

At Welshpool Magistrates Court Judge Andrew Keyser QC turned down the Careys’ 
request for a temporary injunction, but told both couples that they should be capable of 
resolving the issues without resorting to legal action.

Drink-driver 
is banned 
from road 

A MAN who drove his girlfriend’s car while 
almost three times the drink drive limit 
had only just seen a previous disqualifica¬ 
tion for drink driving expire, a court heard. 

Carwyn Hoyle was stopped by police after 
being seen driving “erratically” around 
Welshpool town centre. 

When officers pulled him over, they 
found he had only just finished a ban for 
drink driving. 

He was breathalysed and found to have 
101 microgrammes of alcohol in 100 millili¬ 
tres of breath. The legal limit is 35. 

Magistrates banned Hoyle, 26, from the 
road for 42 months and fined him £400. 

During an appearance at the court on 
Tuesday he admitted drink driving on April 
9 and driving without insurance. 

In addition to the ban, Hoyle, of Bur¬ 
gess Close, Welshpool, was ordered to pay 
£85 costs and a £60 victim surcharge. He 
was also placed on a six month community 
order with an excess alcohol requirement. 

Kim Roberts, for Hoyle, said her client 
“fully accepted responsibility for his ac¬ 
tions.” 

She added: “He had been going through 
a rocky patch with his partner at the time 
in question and had decided to go for a few 
post-work drinks with friends. 

“Unfortunately he made the decision to 
drive home, something he admits is a com¬ 
plete error. He does not mind me saying 
that he is completely embarrassed by what 
has happened and he now says he will learn 
from this mistake.” 


in Sarnau in 2008 when the Careys were 
already living at Higgery Piggery, which is 
surrounded by the farm’s land. 

The court heard Mr Carey had asked for 
a temporary injunction to prevent the Bur¬ 
goynes from interfering with the electric 
supply, to prevent them from observing 
his property with CCTV, to divert a pond 
which is regularly flooding across the Car¬ 
eys’ land, and to stop the Burgoynes from 
allegedly harassing his family. 

At the hearing, Mr Carey said: “It has 
been the most horrific time of our life which 
led to my hospitalisation in a mental home 
with bipolar and post-traumatic stress dis¬ 
order. 

“It is untenable for us to live there with¬ 
out the intervention of the court. We can¬ 
not live there ourselves and we can’t rent it 
out or sell it without electricity. 

“We are currently living in rented ac¬ 
commodation in Oswestry, and every day 
we are not in our home is costing us more.” 

He said he had had a “gentleman’s agree¬ 
ment” with the previous owners of Rhos 
Farm over his electricity supply, but as 
soon as the Burgoynes moved in they cut it 
off, then blocked attempts to arrange for a 
permanent supply to be put in. 

David Green, representing the Bur¬ 
goynes, said the couple had not known 
about the electricity supply to Higgery 
Piggery when they moved in but had been 
willing to comply with an easement which 
allowed the Careys to run an underground 
electric mains cable through their land. 

He said the CCTV camera which had 
been positioned looking towards a gateway 
into Higgery Piggery had been moved so 
that it could not see any of the Careys’ land. 

And he said the flooding problems with 
the pond are being caused by a broken pipe 
which could have been damaged when a 
hardcore track was laid. 

Judge Keyser said as the Careys are cur¬ 
rently not living in Sarnau there would be 
little point in making a temporary injunc- 
tion.The case will be heard in full on a date 
to be fixed between October this year and 
January 2016.

Changes to 
roundabout 
are started 

A £4million roundabout on the A5 on the 
edge Oswestry is being closed overnight for 
two weeks for “tweaks” just four months 
after being opened. 

Mile End roundabout, at the junction of 
the A5 and the A483, will be closed until 
May 9 between 8pm and 6am for white lin¬ 
ing work to be done. 

Highways England said the work is 
needed after driver behaviour was analysed 
at the roundabout. 

Robert Jaffier, asset and resource man¬ 
ager for Highways England, said: “There 
is some work happening. Having now as¬ 
sessed the driver behaviour and use of the 
road there are some tweaks to be made, and 
there will be a series of tweaks made over¬ 
night to minimise disruption. 

“We will then assess it again and hope¬ 
fully we will get it to where we want it. 

“In terms of how the roundabout is used 
and driver behaviour, the standards could 
perhaps be tweaked.” 

The roundabout was upgraded just be¬ 
fore Christmas after six months of work. 
As well as widening approach roads and 
adding extra lanes it has also included a 
new access road to a planned business park. 

But since being fully reopened drivers 
have been split in their opinion, with many 
complaining that the new layout is con¬ 
fusing. In January the Highways Agency, 
which has since changed to Highways Eng¬ 
land, said the roundabout was built to meet 
stringent design and safety standards. 


Police said a 43-year-old male, a 27-year- 
old male and a 31-year-old female all from 
the Oswestry area were arrested at around 
2am on Thursday and were taken into po¬ 
lice custody. 

Police say all three have since been 
bailed. Mr Jones, 49, who was unhurt in the 
incident, runs the Greatorex village stores 
with his mother, Glenda, and brother, 
Mark. He said that the man came into the 
shop about about 8pm. 

“Someone in the village said they had 
seen him power walking quite fast through 
the village - he must have parked away 
from the shop,” he said. 

“He came in and went straight to the al¬ 
cohol section. 

“It was a diversion I suppose. He came 
to the till with two bottles of spirits then 
pulled out the gun and said ‘give me all 
your money, give me all your money’. I was 
stunned. In 25 years here there have been 
no problems in the shop.” 

Mr Jones, who also owns the newsagents 
in the village, said he decided to try and 
stall the man. 

“I just said ‘what are you doing, why are 
you doing this’, I didn’t want to upset him, 
so I didn’t refuse, I just kept talking. Even¬ 
tually he turned around and walked out 
with the bottles.” 

He said local people had been very sup¬ 
portive, contacting him to ensure he was 
none the worse for his ordeal. 

Resident, Mike Druiker, said: “The whole 
community is shocked. You just don’t ex¬ 
pect this sort of thing to happen here.” 

After Mr Jones raised the alarm officers 
from both Dyfed Powys and neighbouring 
West Mercia Police mounted a search for 
the suspects, with the West Mercia helicop¬ 
ter brought in. 

Dyfed Powys Police is appealing for wit¬ 
nesses or anyone with more information 
about this incident to call 101 immediately. 

“Police will carry out increased patrols of 
the area to offer reassurance to residents,” 
a spokesman said. 


A FAMILY has launched an appeal to raise 
£20,000 so that their mother can travel to 
Europe for life-changing treatment for a 
disease which has confined her to a wheel¬ 
chair. 

Toni Kirkham, from Pant, contracted 
Lyme disease five years ago after being bit¬ 
ten by a tick while working as a gardener. 

The disease went undiagnosed for 18 
months, which resulted in it becoming 
chronic. Now her family - husband Pete, 
daughter Jess, 17, and son Ryan, 15 - say 
her only hope for a cure is to travel to a pri¬ 
vate clinic in Germany. 

Jess said: “On the NHS they will treat 
Lyme disease when it is diagnosed in the 
early stages but usually with only a very 
short course of antibiotics. As mum wasn’t 


getting the help off the NHS she had no 
choice but to go privately. Her present GP 
managed to give her antibiotics on a private 
prescription, which certainly helped her 
condition for the latter two years. 

“Unfortunately, since November her 
condition has slowly deteriorated to the 
present day where she is now back in her 
wheelchair, needing care, struggling to 
carry out household duties and needs the 
support of her family to get about.” 

Appointments have now been booked 
at a clinic in Augsburg, Germany, for a 
consultation on August 19 and second ap¬ 
pointment on September 3 and the family 
is looking to meet the £20,000 cost.

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


Roads seem to be dominat¬ 
ing the agenda across the bor¬ 
der area this week - and it’s not 
good news for anyone. 

It’s no shock that Highways 
England this week confirmed 
that Pant and Llanymynech’s by¬ 
pass scheme is back on the shelf 
for at least five years - but it real¬ 
ly is disappointing news. 

As a motorist who spent over 
20 years on this road on a dai¬ 
ly basis I share the frustration 
of villagers and drivers whose 
hopes had been raised by false 
promises from politicians that at 
last something was about to be 
done. 

For once the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment did their bit for this scheme 
a few years back by developing 
the Four Crosses bypass. The 
sad part was that the English 
Government pulled out on cost 
grounds and left Welsh tar¬ 
mac dangling into a field on the 
Powys/Shropshire border. 

Now we have at least five years 
to wait for this nightmare stretch 
of road to be improved and for 
villagers to be saved from daily 
chaos - unless of course a new 
Government has different plans. 
Only time will tell. 

The news triggered people to 
contact me about the now-com¬ 
pleted “improvement” to Mile 
End roundabout. 

I use the word “improved” 
lightly because it seems worse 
than ever to me and it seems you 
think so too. 

The scheme may well have 
made it easier to filter off to¬ 
wards Shrewsbury but sorting 
out which lane you should be in 
when coming from any other di¬ 
rection is a nightmare. 

Just try finding out which lane 
you should be in if you want to 
head towards Welshpool and 
you soon discover yourself fight¬ 
ing for the right-of-way with traf¬ 
fic coming out of the services 
area. 

You sometimes question 
whether the designers of these 
new systems have ever been be¬ 
hind the wheel of a car? 

Spent time chatting with bril¬ 
liant entrepreneur Clive Knowles 
at the British Ironwork Centre at 
Aston near Oswestry this week 
and left questioning just how one 
man can have so much energy? 

Clive and his family have de¬ 
veloped a unique business and 
tourist attraction at Aston and 
the man just never stands still. 

Now there are plans for a 
transport rally in July and be pre¬ 
pared for the launch of a trans¬ 
port museum in the near future 
as well. 

This is all great news for the 
area and will bring tourists flock¬ 
ing to the borders. 

If anyone hasn’t yet paid a vis¬ 
it to the British Ironwork Centre 
they really should. 

It’s a remarkable place and its 
development is a real boost to 
the Oswestry area economy.

Big guns hired to help 
candidates win vote race

Party bosses have been 
pulling out all the stops 
for votes in Mid Wales. 
ANDREW MORRIS reports 

PARTY bosses in Montgomery¬ 
shire have been bringing a host 
of their big guns to the county 
in a bid to seal crucial General 
Election votes. 

Leading figures including Vince 
Cable, William Hague, Liz Truss, 
Nick Clegg and Jeremy Hunt have 
been among the political heavy¬ 
weights to visit the county recently 
as the Conservatives and the Liberal 
Democrats fight for the keenly-con- 
tested seat. 

It will either be Conservative candidate 
Glyn Davies or Lib Dem candidate Jane 
Dodds who is likely to win the seat while 
the other candidates are Ukip’s Des Par¬ 
kinson, Plaid Cymru’s Ann Griffith, the 
Green Party’s Richard Chaloner and La¬ 
bour’s Martyn Singleton. 

The long line of big political names 
who have made their way to Montgomer¬ 
yshire is a demonstration of how keen the 
Conservatives and the Liberal Democrats 
are to win the seat. 

The Montgomeryshire seat is expected 
to be one of the most closely-fought bat¬ 
tles in the region. 

Mr Davies defeated former Lib Dem 
MP Lembit Opik in 2010 but has a ma¬ 
jority of just 1,184, and Mr Clegg’s party 
has made a concerted effort to win the 
seat back this time around. 

On his visit last week to support Glyn 
Davies, Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt 
focused on cross-border health issues. 

Mr Hunt was quizzed by Joy Jones, 
chairman of Newtown Patient Health 
Forum, who claimed that the lives of Mid 
Wales residents could be under threat 


should A&E services in Shropshire be 
centralised at Telford’s Princess Royal 
Hospital 

She said: “If these services move to 
Telford it would mean people from our 
area would not arrive in the golden 
hour, it would be disastrous. 

“If there is a new hospital it must be 
on the Mid Wales border.” 

Mr Davies said: “It was hugely posi¬ 
tive to have Jeremy here and the cam¬ 
paigners really let their concerns be 
known. 

“It is a huge issue and it is vital that 
the 75 per cent of people in Montgom¬ 
eryshire who use the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital are reassured. 

“Moving the services to Telford 
would be a disaster. People will die, ab¬ 
solutely.” 

Mr Hunt said, however, that there is 
a huge case for centralisation. 


He said: “There’s a very powerful 
clinical case for centralising some ser¬ 
vices across the country. 

“However, I promise that if myself 
and Glyn both get back in then Welsh 
voices will be heard on this case and 
Glyn will meet with the local CCG. 

“Welsh voices will be heard the same 
as English.” 

On his visit to Mid Wales last week to 
support Jane Dodds, Mr Clegg claimed 
that more than £1 billion would have 
been taken out of the Welsh economy 
had the Liberal Democrats not stopped 
the Tory’s plans for regional pay. 

He said: “The Tories wanted to pay 
people less just because they work in 
Wales - we stopped them. 

“Without the Liberal Democrats in 
government, the Tories would have 
taken over a billion pounds out of the 
Welsh economy with public sector 


workers having their wages slashed. Re¬ 
gional pay fails the economic test and it 
also fails the fairness test. 

“It would only serve to further en¬ 
grain regional inequalities and that is 
why we fought to stop it. 

“The Welsh Liberal Democrats played 
a key role in stopping regional pay. 

“They led the campaign from the be¬ 
ginning and deserve credit for standing 
up for the people of Wales. 

“The way to build a stronger economy 
and fairer society, where everyone has 
opportunity to get on in life, is not to 
punish public sector workers outside of 
London and the south east.” 

In contrast to Montgomeryshire, 
fewer big political names have so far 
been seen in North Shropshire in the 
run-up to the General Election. 

Conservative candidate Owen Pater¬ 
son is the bookies’ favourite to retain 
the seat. 

The other candidates for the North 
Shropshire seat are Ukip’s Andrea 
Allen, Labour’s Graeme Currie, the Lib¬ 
eral Democrats’ Tom Thornhill and the 
Green Party’s Duncan Kerr. 

If the bookies are right the chances of 
Mr Paterson losing his seat at the Gen¬ 
eral Election next week are extremely 
slim. 

Mr Paterson has held the North 
Shropshire seat, the seat for Oswestry, 
since he was elected in 1997. 

In his first election he beat Labour’s 
candidate Ian Lucas by just 2,195 votes. 

He has increased his majority signifi¬ 
cantly in subsequent elections. 

Voters in the Chirk area have six can¬ 
didates to chose from. 

Susan Elan Jones is standing for La¬ 
bour, David Nicholls is representing the 
Welsh Conservatives and Bruce Roberts 
is the candidate for the Liberal Demo¬ 
crats. 

Mabon Ap Gwynfor is standing for 
Plaid Cymru in the General Election, 
Mandy Jones is standing for Ukip and 
Duncan Rees is representing the Green 
Party.

We have scrapped brand new Nimrods 
leaving us without any maritime reconnais¬ 
sance aircrafts, sold the tried and tested 
Harriers to the US as spares and purchased 
two useless aircraft carriers without any 
planes unless the MOD buys F35s from the 
Americans costing up to £3 billion each and 
plagued by mechanical failures. 

We are worse off than in the 1930s re¬ 
garding service personnel and equipment 
and, should an attack happen, we are ab¬ 
solutely unprepared for an invasion and 
occupation from Eastern Bloc forces such 
as Russia that has an army of over three 
million.

THERE have been complaints of unfair 
parking “fines” given to motorists who 
have inadvertently been caught in a pri¬ 
vate car park. 

Some advice may be appropriate. This 
advice does not apply to public roads or 
places where traffic wardens or PCSOs can 
issue tickets. 

Firstly, from a private parking area (like 
Market Drayton Post Office and many 
shopping centre car parks) they are not 
“fines” but parking charges. Thus you 
cannot be taken to a magistrates’ court or 
charged with a criminal offence, nor get a 
criminal record for not paying. 

Secondly, if you are in the wrong and the 
charge is small, pay up and put it down to 
experience. 

Thirdly, if you think you are being un¬ 
fairly treated or the amount is excessive, 
take the following action. 

1. Appeal using the parking company ap¬ 
peal system. 

2. If unsuccessful, appeal to the respec¬ 
tive independent appeal organisation. An 
uplift in the amount claimed should be sus¬ 
pended during the appeal. 

3. If turned down, consider whether you 
really want to go on. 

4. If you still think it is unfair or if there 
is fault in how the ticket was issued, decline 
to pay and ask the company to justify the 
charge. If you do not pay, they have to take 
you to a county court for damages or loss 
- say, of other earnings. They will have to 
justify the cost in court - but beware, they 
can claim court costs/legal fees. Offer to pay 
a more reasonable figure. 

5. Fight them all the way. But beware, 
they will threaten legal action, bailiffs, a 
black mark on your credit rating, and so 
on. Be determined and do not give in to 
threats. Send the parking company an in¬ 
voice for your work in fighting the ticket.

Councillors voice their 
fears over road closure

ROADWORKS which will close 
a Welshpool town centre street 
have been branded “appalling” 
by councillors. 

The Highways Agency will close 
Church Street for a week to carry out 
essential work between May 18 and 22 
late. 

The company has described the work as 
“essential,” but councillors, speaking at a 
meeting of Welkshpool Town Council, said 
they were “disgusted” by the scheme. 

They claimed queues caused by the clo¬ 
sure could stretch the length of the town’s 
bypass and into the nearby village of Trew- 
ern. Concern was also raised for businesses 
in Church Street. The council resolved to 
write to Powys County Council and the 
Highways Agency to demand a meeting on 
the issue as soon as possible. 

Councillor Phil Pritchard said: “I am ap¬ 
palled by this scheme. They think they can 
come here and cause chaos and do whatever 
they want. 

“Well I am here to say they can’t. Why 
can’t they do the work at night? It is an 
absolute disgrace.” 

Councillor John Corfield added: “I am 
disgusted by it. Welshpool is the gateway 
to Wales from England and this is the start 
of tourist season. 

“People are going to come here, see the 
situation and give up. They won’t stop 
here, they won’t venture further into Wales 
and I fear that they will not come back. 

“Bad memories stick in people’s minds.”

Merger plan 
for coroner 
area agreed 

PLANS to merge Powys, Bridgend 
and Glamorgan Valleys coroner area 
with Cardiff and Vale coroner area, 
have been given the go-ahead by 
Powys’ cabinet. 

Bridgend, Cardiff and Vale have 
also agreed to the merger. 

If the Chief Coroner and Lord 
Chancellor approve the plan, there 
will be one new full-time senior cor¬ 
oner and one part time area coroner 
appointed on a permanent basis to 
cover the combined area. 

The merged coroner’s area was pro¬ 
posed to enable savings to be made 
and to provide a more resilient service 
for all of the authorities. 

It is believed that the overall sav¬ 
ings would be about £70,000 a year 
and the savings to Powys would be 
about £20,000. 

At a Powys County Council cabinet 
meeting on Tuesday last week, Coun¬ 
cillor Graham Brown said: “It’s creat¬ 
ing a huge coroner’s area. 

“It’s a hugely emotional thing and 
people do not want to be travelling the 
length of Wales for inquests.” 

However members at the cabinet 
meeting agreed to approve the merger 
proposal.

Consultation strategy 
over budget is changed

FACE to face events as part of 
Powys County Council’s budget 
consultations will not take place 
this year because of poor attend¬ 
ances at last year’s events. 

Instead, as part of this year’s budget 
setting process, the council will use 
technology and paper-based surveying 
to try and reach a more representative 
cross-section of the county’s residents. 

An online budget simulator will be used 
over two months to gather information 
from citizens and stakeholders about their 
needs, expectations and opportunities for 
improvement and efficiency. There will be 
access to it at the Royal Welsh Show in July 
and possibly at the National Eisteddfod in 
Meifod. 

This information will be used to develop 
draft budget and savings proposals that will 
initially be tested in a council seminar in 
the early autumn. 

The outcomes from the seminar will be 
used to refine the proposals which will then 
go out for further consultation early in the 
New Year. 

The results of the consultation pro¬ 
gramme will be presented to both cabinet 
and the council At a Powys County Council 
Cabinet meeting last week, portfolio holder 
for finance, Councillor Wynne Jones said 
the council is moving towards financial 
planning for three years although in the 
future, he would like to develop financial 
planning for five years. 

He said the council is assuming a four per 
cent decrease in funding from the Welsh 
Government for 2016/17 and 2.5 per cent 
for 2017/18 at the moment. 


LIFEGUARDS and instructors at 
Oswestry Leisure Centre have taken 
the plunge themselves to help raise 
money for one of their young swim¬ 
mers.

the operation and have follow up 


physiotherapy back in the UK. The 
young swimmer finished off the 12 
hour marathon by taking to the 
water herself, along with her sisters, 
Olivia, 10, and seven-year-old Evie - 
who herself has cerebral palsy and 
has had the same operation. 

More than £200 was raised by the 
fundraising swim. 


Hospital is 
praised in 

threesurveys 
of its quality 

OSWESTRY Orthopaedic Hospital 
has won praise in three surveys for 
the quality of its care and standards 
of cleanliness. 

It received a glowing response for 
the quality of its orthopaedic surgery 
from the Getting It Right First Time 
study conducted by Professor Tim 
Briggs. 

Members of Robert Jones and 
Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic Hospital 
NHS Foundation Trust board heard 
the hospital was among the top in the 
country among the 120 hospitals vis¬ 
ited. The hospital also scored highly in 
a survey of staff at elective hospitals. 

More staff - 93 per cent - at the 
hospital would recommend the hospi¬ 
tal to family and friends for treatment 
than at any other hospital. 

Patients also gave the hospital at 
Gobowen the thumbs up for cleanli¬ 
ness and said they had confidence in 
staff. 

The positive reviews came from a 
national inpatient survey which the 
hospital agreed to take part in. 

Of 62 questions asked in the survey 
responses to 54 were better than aver¬ 
age, seven were average and just one 
was below average. 

Wendy Farrington Chadd, the hos¬ 
pital’s chief executive, said she was 
delighted with the results from both 
surveys. 

The Getting it Right First Time 
study looked at at muscular skeletal 
surgery and how improvements could 
be made in the cost, while continuing 
high quality care. 

It looked at implants and proce¬ 
dures, costings, infections, readmis¬ 
sion rates, length of stay in hospital 
and more. Steve White, the trust’s 
medical director, told the board the 
hospital had come out very well.

AM calls for 
care centre to 
serve county 

CALLS for an Urgent Care Centre to be built in North 
Powys have been made in the Welsh Assembly. 

Russell George, Montgomeryshire AM, said he also wants 
a 24-hour Minor Injuries Unit to be based in Newtown. 

He was speaking about his concerns over cross border 
health care and the possibility of accident and emergency 
services moving away from Shrewsbury. 

Mr George said there are a number of challenges facing 
healthcare services in the region. 

He said: “Over the last few weeks, while campaigning 
alongside my friend and colleague Glyn Davies, in Mont¬ 
gomeryshire, healthcare has been by far the most frequent 
and important policy area which has been raised by resi¬ 
dents on the doorstep. 

“There is a deep frustration that access to healthcare is 
moving further away from communities in Montgomery¬ 
shire as services are centralised in more populated areas, 
meaning that people have to travel huge distances. 

“I believe in the common sense approach that NHS ser¬ 
vices should be delivered closer to home to give patients 
the confidence that the NHS will be there for them in their 
time of need - this is why I have consistently called for an 
urgent care centre in Montgomeryshire to be established 
and also support calls for a 24 hour Minor Injuries Unit in 
Newtown.” 

Referring to the current review of the delivery of health¬ 
care services in Shropshire he added: “My long held view 
is that Powys teaching Health Board need to react quickly 
to the changes which are occurring in Shropshire and pro¬ 
vide an urgent care centre which serves the people of Mid 
Wales, either in one of Montgomeryshire’s largest towns 
and if appropriate, look at developing a new site.” 


Claims are made 
over rail system 


A NEW railway signalling 
system being trialled across 
Shropshire and Mid Wales 
could be hit by a cyber at¬ 
tack, a government advisor 
has claimed. 

Professor David Stup- 
ples said the European Rail 
Traffic Management Sys¬ 
tem (ERTM), which is being 
used on the Shrewsbury to 
Aberystwyth line, could be 
exposed to malicious soft¬ 
ware, or malware and used 
to cause a “nasty accident”. 

The internet security 
expert at City University 
said government ministers 
feared the possible threat 
of hacking and the biggest 
could come from an insider. 

However, the claims were 
dismissed by local rail users 
and Network Rail. 

The new digital system 
has been used on the line 
and onto Pwhelli for at least 


five years and could now be 
rolled out across the UK rail 
network. Mr Stupples said: 
“It’s the clever malware 
that actually alters the way 
the train will respond. So, it 
will perhaps tell the system 
the train is slowing down, 
when it’s speeding up.” 

Network Rail, in charge 
of the upgrade which is ex¬ 
pected be operational by the 
2020s, said that it acknowl¬ 
edged the threat but said 
Britain had the safest major 
railway in Europe. 

The chairman of the 
Shrewsbury to Aberystwyth 
Rail Passenger Association 
said that after initial teeth¬ 
ing problems the digital sys¬ 
tem had been working well. 
Angus Eickhoff, from Moel 
y Garth, Welshpool, said the 
association had been moni¬ 
toring the new system for 
more than five years. 


Amy runs with the stars as 
she completes marathon 


OSWESTRY’S record-breaking 
marathon runner Amy Hughes led 
home the area’s athletes in the 
London Marathon. 

The 27-year-old crossed the finish 
line in four hours and 28 minutes, 
alongside Blue Peter presenter Lindsey 
Russell. 

Amy had spent the past few months train¬ 
ing the children’s presenter for the run and 
said she had been delighted with her time. 

“I’m feeling so happy right now - it’s not 
everyday you get to start on the same line 
with likes of Jenson Button,” she said. 

“I’m so, so proud of Lindsey today. With

only six weeks of training she pulls out a 
4.28 marathon through pure grit and de¬ 
termination.”

The peace pole was put up on Oswestry’s 
Wilfred Owen Green by Oswestry Coalition 
for Peace. 

The installation has been produced by 
local wood carver Frank Triggs. 

The eight-foot tall solid oak pole bears 
the message ‘May Peace Prevail on Earth’ 
on one face and the word ‘peace’ in 14 other 
languages is on the other three faces of the 
structure. 

Peace Poles were first thought of by Ma- 
sahisa Goi in Japan in 1955. Since then 
more than 100,000 have been erected all 
over the world, notably at the Magnetic 
North Pole and the Hiroshima Peace Me¬ 
morial. 

Oswestry’s Peace Pole was funded by 
donations from Oswestry Civic Society, 
Oswestry Quaker Meeting and from a num¬ 
ber of individuals.

Officers could get dog 
fouling ticketing power

POLICE Community Support Of¬ 
ficers may be given extra pow¬ 
ers to stop dog fouling across 
Powys, the county council’s cab¬ 
inet has heard. 

The officers could be allowed to is¬ 
sue fixed penalty notices to owners 
who fail to clear up after their ani¬ 
mals, but more work needs to be done 
before they get the go-ahead, mem¬ 
bers were told. 

But plans to bring in private enforce¬ 
ment companies to crackdown on irrespon¬ 
sible dog owners and litter louts will not be 
taken any further because it would not be 
cost effective for them to cover such a large 
geographical area. 

And a suggestion of Civil Enforcement 
Officers, who usually deal with traffic mat¬ 
ters, issuing notices was also discounted. 

Dog fouling accounts for scores of com¬ 
plaints to the county council, with almost 
400 since 2013 but last year the county 
council only issued five fixed penalty no¬ 
tices based on information from members 
of the public. 

All 73 members of the county council 
signed a motion calling for action to com¬ 
bat dog fouling across the county in March 
2014. 

Powys County Council’s Cabinet last 
week agreed that the Community Safety 
Partnership, which has responsibility for 
anti-social behaviour, could lead the push 
for extended powers for PCSOs, which also 
has the backing of Dyfed Powys Police and 
Crime Commissioner, Christopher Salmon. 

The matter will be discussed at a future 
Community Safety Partnership meeting. 


THE people of Oswestry are catch¬ 
ing the knitting bug after a drop-in 
session was held in the town to en¬ 
courage more people to take up the 
hobby. 

Staff at Oswestry Library ran the 
session to help beginners and im¬ 
provers develop their skills with the 
hope that people will contribute to 


a large wool-based work of art. The 
installation will go on display at the 
library during the annual Oswestry 
Makes festival in October. This 
year’s festival is celebrating the Year 
of the Sheep with the theme ‘dyed in 
the wool’, from raw fleece, through 
spinning and dyeing, to making the 
finished article. 


People have until September 18 to 
submit items. 

Oswestry Makes will run from Oc¬ 
tober 9 and 11, and the installation 
will be put together at the end of 
September.

Celebrations 
held for families 


TWO different kinds of celebrations 
have been held near Oswestry in 
recent weeks. 

The amazing achievements of some spe¬ 
cial children who attend the Movement 
Centre, based on a site at Oswestry Or¬ 
thopaedic Hospital, were recognised at an 
awards ceremony . 

The Movement Centre helps children, most 
of them with cerebral palsy, by using ‘Targeted 
Training’ to help develop skills, from lifting 
their head or sitting, to being able to stand and 
walk. 

Special aids and equipment are used to sup¬ 
port the children so that it is easier for them to 
learn how to hold their body. 

One of those helped has been six-year-old 
Corbin Davies from Shrewsbury. 

Born premature Corbin was found to have cer¬ 
ebral palsy and his parents were warned that he 
may never walk. 

But his father, Darren, said that a combina¬ 
tion of help from the Movement Centre, his 
horseriding therapy and Corbin’s own determi¬ 
nation had changed his son’s life.

Mr Davies said: “He used to go to Severndale 
Special School, now he is in mainstream educ¬ 
tion. He can sit at a table to work, or play or 
have his meals, something he could never do. 

“He also now walks with the help of a frame 
and best of all can play football using his frame. 
He has grown so much in his confidence - with 
have had to ban him from doing tricks with the 
walking frame.” 

“The Movement Centre is a remarkable place, 
it needs so much more recognition.” 

Meanwhile the area’s industrial heritage was 
celebrated when an open day was held at Llany¬ 
mynech’s lime kiln. 

The family open day was aimed at highlight¬ 
ing the importance of the limestone that was 
instrumental in bringing a canal to the village 
in 1796. 

A demonstration kiln was fired and experts 
showed how quicklime is slaked and gave talks 
on the uses of lime. 

There were also guided walks with the empha¬ 
sis on geology, wildlife and the limestone indus¬ 
try as well as an art workshop.

Erica Garner, head of Shropshire 
Council’s learning, employment and training 
service, said: “We are absolutely delighted with 
the results of the Ofsted inspection; managers 
and staff have worked very hard to make con¬ 
tinued improvements to the delivery of all of 
our learning programmes.” 

She added: “Ofsted has recognised the sub¬ 
stantial improvements that have been made at 
County Training since the last inspection just 
over a year ago.

Looking forward to an 
exciting month for wildlife 


ON the last day of April, it is per¬ 
haps reasonable to look toward 
the next month. 

May is possibly the most exciting 
month in the wildlife calendar. Every 
member of the British wildlife menag¬ 
erie is out and about in one form or the 
other; from dormice to butterflies and 
badger cubs to mayflies. 

But the greatest difference we see at this 
time of the year is the influx of migrants 
from the Mediterranean - a hot political 
point at the moment of course, following the 
appalling losses off the coasts of Libya and 
Italy - but birds must also run the gaunt¬ 
let and for them it is not so much drowning 
they face but shotgun pellets. 

Most of our migrant birds arrive this 
month and the majority fly up from Africa. 

All along their route they have very im¬ 
portant waypoints that they must hit. 

These act as stepping stones. 

Sub-saharan species may stop off in the 
tropical rainforests of the Congo and West 
Africa; there are oases in the middle of the 
Sahara; the towns of Algeria, Tunisia and 
Egypt allow some species to stock up on var¬ 
ious flying insects, and then there’s Malta. 

Malta is an international airport hub for 
dozens of different species and the island’s 
malicious human hunters know this full 
well. 

Indeed people seeing this annual slaugh¬ 
ter of migrants for themselves, tend to at¬ 
tach the fitting slogan of ‘if it flies, it dies’ 
to the Maltese hunters. 

The hunters themselves claim the sport 
as a tradition; a singularly pathetic ex-

cuse for anything on such a dynamic and 
ever-changing planet and especially when 
one is talking about biodiversity and con¬ 
servation. Their claims are also so utterly, 
wholeheartedly selfish to almost defy be¬ 
lief; not just to the birds themselves but for 
everyone else who enjoys and works hard 
for those species to live and breed in their 
country of destination, including of course 
this one. 

One bird that thankfully is doing reason¬ 
ably well, is the reed warbler. It’s a good 
thing this migrant species is on the IUCN’s 
‘Least Concern’ list as it is unwillingly the 
favoured host for one of the most threat¬ 
ened, the cuckoo. 

Both species make their appearance 
known this month and indeed many of the 
reed warblers are already here, as I had the 
pleasure of hearing and enjoying this morn¬ 
ing. Although they will nest in thickets of 
scrub, to really have a good chance of seeing 
a reed warbler, you need to head down to 
your local reed bed. 

These birds are expert at gripping on to 
vertical stems whilst looking for insects 
and small snails that they pluck from this 
perpendicular world. When the young are 
born, assuming a cuckoo has not laid its egg 
within, the parents home in on the spots on 
the tongues of their chicks to guide the food 
to its destination. 




Head down to your local reed bed for the best chance of spotting a reed warbler 


Musicians set 
to entertain at 
concert series 

ELEVEN musicians from six countries including the USA 
and Russia are gathering in a large house on Offa’s Dyke 
in sight of Chirk Castle to spend 10 days in May rehearsing 
and performing chamber works by the great German com¬ 
poser Felix Mendelssohn, who was himself inspired by time 
spent in the area in 1829. 

The musicians present themselves as The Werther En¬ 
semble and Friends and will offer six concerts in Whitting¬ 
ton church near Oswestry from May 12-17. Now in its third 
year, Whittington Music Festival returns with six concerts 
bringing together 11 international musicians, including 
London-based Werther Ensemble. 

The musicians - each of them soloists and recording art¬ 
ists in their own right - come from Australia, the USA, 
Russia, Serbia, Germany and the UK. 

They will be living in the neighbourhood for 10 days, vis¬ 
iting schools and community groups, and welcoming any¬ 
body who wants to watch them rehearse. 

The festival features a single composer in the tradition 
set over the past two years - Brahms in 2013 and Schubert 
in 2014. 

This time it is the turn of the great Felix Mendelssohn 
(1809-1847), many of whose most brilliant works were com¬ 
posed before he was 20 years old. 

Vilified because of his Jewish background soon after his 
death, his reputation, and that of his accomplished sister 
Fanny, is to be redressed during the festival by his de¬ 
scendant and BBC documentary-maker Sheila Hayman in 
a lecture in Whittington church and a film at Oswestry’s 
Kinokulture. 

Another visitor will be sometime chief executive of the 
Orchestra of the Age of the Enlightenment, Stephen Car¬ 
penter, who will give an illustrated talk on Mendelssohn’s 
UK Tour of 1829 on May 17. 

Artistic director James Barralet says the vision he shares 
with his fellow Ensemble members is to bring the very best 
music-making out of prestigious concert halls into the real 
world of the local community. 

The concerts run every day from May 12 to May 17. 

All the concerts take place at St John the Baptist Church, 
Whittington. 

Tickets are £12 for each of the concerts and are availa¬ 
ble online at www.whittingtonmusicfestival.org.uk or from 
Rowanthorn in Oswestry or from the Mile End Information

Paul Harrison (goalkeeper): A permanent fixture 
in the Saints line-up since signing back in July 2007, 
the 30-year literally leads from the back as team cap¬ 
tain. After spending time as a youth with Liverpool and 
Leeds United, Harrison also had spells with Wolver¬ 
hampton Wanderers and then Chester City, where he 
made four first-team appearances.

He joined Prestatyn Town on 
an extended loan deal in August 2010 before signing 
for Neath the following July. 

Connell Rawlinson (defender): The 6ft 3ins central 
defender has seized his chance in the back line. The 
former Flintshire Schoolboys representative and Ches¬ 
ter City defender came to prominence when tasting 
Champions League success for TNS against Irish outfit 
Bohemians. A former Wales under-23 international. 

Ryan Edwards (midfield): Joined Saints in January 
2014 from Gap Connah’s Quay having broken into the 
side at the start of the 2012/13 season. Has been on 
loan with Welsh Premier rivals Cefn Druids this term. 

Chris Seargeant (midfield): The son of former 
Everton player Steve, he was a former youth and re¬ 
serve teamer at Goodison Park, but never made a first- 
team appearance. However, he did make the bench 


known for his electric pace and the previous season 
spent time on loan at Kidderminster. Has impressed 
with some terrific goals since arriving at Park Hall. 

Scott Quigley (striker): Product of the club’s acad¬ 
emy, the powerful 22-year-old front runner scored 
twice as the Saints defeated Bala Town 3-0 to lift the 
Word Cup earlier this season. Always a danger with his 
strong running and eye for goal. 

Matty Williams (striker): A former Wales under- 
21 international, he joined Manchester United as a 
16-year-old and spent five years at Old Trafford without 
ever breaking into the first team. He since played for 
Notts County, where he made 26 Football League ap¬ 
pearances, Tamworth and Burton Albion before joining 
Rhyl in July 2008 and TNS two years later. 

Mike Wilde (striker): Never-say-die forward who is 
in his second spell with TNS. Has established himself 
as a first-choice striker, notching a bagful of Welsh 
Premier goals, and gained several player of the sea¬ 
son accolades. Left the club in 2009 to join Fleetwood 
Town but, after a successful two-year spell with Ches¬ 
ter, returned to the club in summer 2012. 

Greg Draper (striker): Somerset-born frontman 
who represented New Zealand in the 2007 U20 World 
Cup. Was included in the All Whites’ football squad 
at the Summer Olympics in Beijing, playing in group 
matches against Brazil and Belgium. Made his senior 
international debut for his country in 2008 in a FIFA 
World Cup qualifier against Fiji. 

Jamie Reed (striker): Born in Chester, Reed made 
his debut for Wrexham in 2005 before successful 
spells at Rhyl and Bangor City. He then joined York 
City in 2011 and was a regular part of the team that 
won promotion to the Sky Bet League Two. During his 
time with The Minstermen, Reed also won the FA Tro¬ 
phy, before leaving to join Cambridge United. A spell 
at Chester City followed before his move to Australia 
where he played for South Melbourne. 

Alex Darlington (striker): Suffered two broken legs 
within 12 months while a first-year pro at Wrexham. 
Came through the youth ranks at the Racecourse but, 
despite battling his way back to fitness, was released 
at the end of the 2007/8 season. Signed contract terms 
for TNS in June 2008 and won a call-up to the Wales 
under-23 semi-professional squad in February 2010. 

Craig Harrison (manager): Enjoyed instant suc¬ 
cess since arriving at Park Hall from Welsh Premier 
rivals Airbus UK, leading TNS to four Welsh Premier 
titles, two Welsh Cups and a Word Cup since his ap¬ 
pointment in 2011. A former Middlesbrough, Crystal 
Palace and Preston North End defender. 

Scott Ruscoe (assistant boss): The club stalwart 
became the No2 to Harrison after head coach Carl 
Darlington joined Wrexham at the end of the year. A 
versatile front runner and midfielder, he has played for 
Newtown and Chester City, and joined TNS in January 
2002. His consistent performances in 2003/04 earned 
him a place in the Welsh Semi-professional side that 
won the Four Nations Trophy.

After leaving Old Trafford he moved 
on to Rochdale for a short spell before 
switching to Northwich Victoria in Jan¬ 
uary 2008, where he was young player 
of the year. In May 2009 he joined Fleet- 
wood where he was a member of the 
2009/2010 promotion winning squad. 

Aeron Edwards (midfield): Talented 


midfielder who came through the Buck- 
ley Town youth set-up before following 
his manager Dave Taylor to Caersws in 
2007. Virtually ever-present during two 
seasons at the Rec and earned a call-up 
to the Wales under-23 semi-professional 
squad. Has not looked back since sign¬ 
ing for TNS in June 2009, winning call¬ 
ups to the Welsh semi-pros. 


Ryan Kershaw (midfield): “Kersh” 
has progressed through the TNS Acad¬ 
emy and is now a member of the first 
team squad. A left footed central mid¬ 
fielder, he was on loan with Cefn Druids. 

Adrian Cieslewicz (midfield): Pacy 
polish winger who spent time at Man¬ 
chester City and Wrexham, before join¬ 
ing TNS last summer.

(through to 2010) before leaving for Shrews¬ 
bury Town. Later joined local rivals Caersws 
for three years where he cemented his repu¬ 
tation in the Cymru Alliance before returning 
to Latham Park to join up with new manager 
Chris Hughes. 

Jack Perry (goalkeeper): Youngster broke 
his way into the first team squad at the age 
of 16 last year, and made his debut against 
Prestatyn in the Robins’ 4-3 win. An able 
keeper, he is one for the future. 

Craig Williams (defender): Consistent 
performer. Promoted from the Newtown Acad¬ 
emy, the 27-year-old right back made his mark 
when appearing in the Sky TV show “Football 
Icon” and became the youngest to be voted 
Welsh Premier player of the month in Novem¬ 
ber 2005. Twice named in the Welsh Premier’s 
team of the season, he transferred to Aber¬ 
ystwyth Town in June 2010, but returned to 
Latham Park two years later. 

Steffan Edwards (defender): Joined the 
Robins last summer from Bala Town. A small 
but lively left back who also had a stint at Ab¬ 
erystwyth Town during the 2010/11 campaign. 
Previous to this, Edwards enjoyed playing 
football at both Cefn Druids and Welshpool 
Town. 

Max Penk (defender): His fourth senior 
season for the Robins, having first arrived at 
Latham Park on a loan spell from his home 
club Wrexham. Had worked his way through 
the Racecourse set-up from the age of just 11, 
progressing to the youth team, and eventually 
signed a one year professional contract with 
the Conference club.

Matthew Cook (midfielder): Team captain 
who is a former Welsh under-19 who joined 
Cefn Druids from Chester City in the close 
season of 2005 before sustaining a double leg 
fracture the following year that kept him out 
for two seasons. Fit again, he joined Airbus 
UK before first appearing for the Robins in 
January 2011. 


Shane Sutton (midfielder): A regular fix¬ 
ture who has totalled eight years at the club. 
A Welsh schoolboy and under-23 interna¬ 
tional, he first joined Newtown in 2007 on his 
release from Shrewsbury Town. Had a short 


spell with Presteigne, before returning to the 
Robins for the start of the 2009/10 season. 

Tom Goodwin (midfielder): A strong cen¬ 
tral midfielder, he joined the Robins in the 
2013 close season following a successful 


stint with local side Llanidloes Town. Previ¬ 
ously with Rhayader and Presteigne before 
requiring a knee operation which left him 
sidelined for 12 months, before getting back 
on the pitch at Llandrindod Wells Town. 


Jamie Price (midfielder): Returned to 
Latham Park for the second time this season 
after a two-year break from playing com¬ 
petitive football. At just 15, Price got a taste 
of the big time at Birmingham City as both 


apprentice and professional. Later, had spells 
at Gloucester City and Worcester City before 
joining the Robins for the first time in 2011. 

Sean Evans (midfielder): Former Man¬ 
chester United youngster, Ludlow-based 
Evans brings plenty of flair and attacking op¬ 
tions. Suffered a broken leg when playing for 
AFC Telford in a pre-season friendly in 2010, 
resulting in a 12 month lay-off from football. He 
returned to play for Stourbridge in the 2011/12 
season. Underwent knee surgery at the end of 
the last season, but hopes to put his injuries 
behind him. 

Matthew Hearsey (striker): A pacy for¬ 
ward with plenty of goalscoring ability, he was 
signed during the 2012/13 season. Since then 
he has cemented his place in the side through 
consistent performances. Developed as a 
youngster at Walsall and later had a success¬ 
ful spell at Dudley Sports, scoring 20 goals in 
26 appearances. 

Luke Boundford (striker): Versatile per¬ 
former. Another local lad, Boundford started 
out his career in the Mid Wales League at 
Presteigne. Now in his fourth year at Latham 
Park. Spores important goals. 

Jason Oswell (striker): Promising striker 
whose career started at Crewe Alex before 
having a brief loan spell at now WPL club Rhyl 
where he scored 19 goals in 21 games. Played 
a couple of games for Inverness Caledonian 
Thistle across the border. Also pplayed in Aus¬ 
tralia, before switching to the Welsh Premier 
with spells at Rhyl and Airbus UK. 

Neil Mitchell (striker): Made his debut in 
the Welsh Premier at 16 with neighbours Caer¬ 
sws. In 2004, the local lad moved to Latham 
Park, were he stayed for two seasons before 
returning to Caersws. Joined Robins for his 
second spell in the middle of the 2013/14 
season. 

Chris Hughes (manager): Joined Newtown 
to seasons ago after formerly being assistant 
manager at Prestatyn. Has coaching experi¬ 
ence with Caersws as well as spending a short 
time at Rhyl. A former midfielder at Buckley 
Town. 

Callum McKenzie (assistant manager): 

Has a strong knowledge of the local football 
scene, while he has also worked in the Cardiff 
City coaching structure, and helped launch the 
Cardiff Ladies team into the Welsh Ladies Pre¬ 
mier League. A former player with Newtown 
under the management of Brian Coyne and 
Roger Preece, he has spent a year in Conne- 
ticut, USA where he was assistant coaching 
director for Everton.

How the sides 


THEIR trophy cabinet is already the envy 
of their Welsh Premier rivals, but The New 
Saints chase more silverware on Sunday 
when they tackle Newtown in the final of the 
Welsh Cup (2.30). 

Having already wrapped up the league title and the Word 
League Cup, the Saints now have their sights on complet¬ 
ing their first “treble” to cap their most successful season 
yet. 

As holders, the Saints will want to ensure a triumphant 
defence of the prestigious Welsh Cup - and make it five 
times they have lifted the trophy. 

Newtown, though, will have other ideas, as they look to 
mark their first cup final appearance in 118 years knowing 
that victory would take them into this summer’s Europa 
League. 

And they will fancy their chances on their home ground, 
after the FA of Wales broke from tradition in deciding the 
final can be played at the venue of one of the finalists. 

The sides have met twice in the Welsh Premier on the 3G 
pitch at Latham Park this term, with TNS winning 3-2 in 
the first thanks to a 25-yard strike from Chris Seargeant 
six minutes into injury time. 

The second fixture ended 0-0, but the Saints survived a 
scare with replacement keeper Chris Mullock called to save 
a Craig Williams penalty with his first touch following the 
dismissal of Paul Harrison. 

The route to the final has been anything but plain sailing 
for both clubs, who have shown plenty of resolve to over¬ 
come some stubborn hurdles. 

Newtown have had to come from behind in three of their 
four ties, while TNS have also been made to battle all the 
way in a run that saw them survive an early fright at Caer¬ 
narfon Town before winning 3-2 on the North Wales coast. 

Both camps deserve their final place through sheer te¬ 
nacity and desire in the previous four rounds, making Sun¬ 
day’s showpiece too close to call.

TNS had to overcome an early scare to progress into the 
fourth round with a hard-fought 3-2 passage at Cymru Al¬ 
liance outfit Caernarfon. 

In an eventful first half, an upset looked to be on the 
cards as the Welsh Premier high fliers found themselves 
two goals down to Nathan Craig’s deflected free kick and a 
terrific solo effort from Darren Thomas. 

But the Saints showed their cup credentials as they hit

THE treble is still on for the Saints who clinched their 
place in the Welsh Cup final for another season with a dra¬ 
matic victory over Airbus UK at Newtown’s Latham Park. 

The Wingmakers more than matched the cup holders, 
twice hitting back to level through Jordan Barrow and sub 
Wayne Riley, only to be denied in the closing moments. 

After a fine solo effort from Polish winger Adrian Cies- 
lewicz gave the Saints an interval lead, two headed goals 
from Mike Wilde eventually saw the league champions 
through. Sub Scott Quigley added a fourth with a breaka¬ 
way goal with the last kick of the game. 

Airbus had proved a handful throughout, but their ef¬ 
forts fell short - before gaining revenge two weeks later 
when sentencing TNS to their first league defeat of the 
season.
